THE  ANATOMY  OF  THE  EARTH 

The  earth  we  live  on  is  a fascinating  structure 
made  up  of  rocks  put  together  in  a gigantic  mosaic. 
It  is  the  special  job  of  the  geologist  to  understand 
and  interpret  the  pattern  and  the  processes  which 
produce  me  features  of  the  earth  as  we  know  them. 

Earthquakes,  volcanoes,  sandstonns  and  floods  are 
geological  events  which  make  the  newspaper  head- 
lines; but  equally  important  geologically  are  those 
perhaps  unnoticed  events— the  gradual  subsidence  of 
shorelines,  the  slow  wearing  away  of  land,  and  the 
filling  up  of  lake  basins. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  course,  which  will  examine 
some  fundamental  earth  processes,  will  assist  the 
participants  in  comprehending  more  fully  the  charac- 
ter of  their  physical  environment.
